Too Many at the Universities? 


Sir Denison Ross has implied 


that too many young men nnd wo- 
men in England go to the univer- 
sities, This is an opinion so fre- 
quently voiced that some examina- 
tlon of it may be profitable, At 
the outset it may be remarked 
that if England errs at all in this 
respect, it does not err so griev- 
ousty as some other countries. 
One in every 1160 English — per- 
sons has had a university educa- 
tion, compared with one in every 
690 in Germany. From the point 


of view of those who regard a} 


university training as a danyer- 
ous possession, the english record 
compfres oven more favourably 
with that of Scotland, where one 
in every 456 has a degree. In the 
United States the proportion is 
xtill more startling, being one in 
126, The argument usually ad- 
yanced againat opening the doors 
of the .universities too widely is 
the desirability of keeping up the 
standard of work dong in them. 


Even to-day some things are done | 


ins universities which really have 
no place there. These are not 
vonfined'to any one country. Ifa 
United States college has award- 
ed a Ph. D. degree for a treatise 
on a high school’ cufeteria, an 
English university considers that 
it furthers the cause of learning 
by giving a course In brewing. 
If the tendency to teach this sort 
of thing were encouraged by ad- 
mitting more people to the univer: 
gities, or if enlarging the univer- 
sities’ area of recruitment meant 
filling them with students ‘incap- 
able of deriving benefit from tho 
genuinely cultural studies = ‘pur- 
sued in them, an irresistible case 
for keeping down their numbers 
would have been made out. But 
would thig be ‘the natural effect? 
There are two ways of getting 
more students into English 
universitics. One is to lower the 
standard of the entrance examina- 
tion, thus opening them up to 
those who can afford to pay their 
fees but cannot pass the intellee- 
tunl testa they set for admission. 
The other is to give more 
and more public ‘ assistance to 
those who can pass (the intellec- 
tunl testa but chnnot afford the 
fees, The: first. method undoubt- 
edly would lower specdily the 
standard of, scholarship main- 
tained in Britain's centre of high- 
er learning. But fortunately 
there is not the amallest prospect 
of its being adopted. It ‘ipa 
partin. putting into practice of 
the second method that 
brought about « the density of 
population in the universities 
which some authoritica view with 
alarm. Obviously, their alarm is 
without foundation.

OUR MUDDLED 


Why Youth Awaits the. 


Coming Crash. 
By “THIRTY” 


“Ciyiliaation, of course, ia crack- 
ing up; but otherwise things arewt 


so bad!" 


HE SPEAKER was a- clever 
‘oung business man and the 
remark was made as casually as 9 
reference to the weather, for it 
represents the point of view of 
many men and women of the 
younger generation. The coming 
collapse of “efyilisation,” as we 
know it, ia regarded as something 
too obvious for discussion, ike 
the incompetence of politicians, or 
the burden of taxation. Tho only 
point In discussion is when the 
collapse will come, and how. What 
older people are juat boxinning 
timidly to hint to their incredulous 
contemporaries, younger people 
have Jong regarded as self-evident. 
And the reason for this is that 
the younger generation haa a more 
realistic outlook. 

To older people this may seem 
both aweeping and startling, 80 
perhaps | ought first to oxplnin the 
reanons for the different outlook 
of those of ua who have been born 
since the beginning of the contury. 

One reason is that we have been 
born into a more difficult world 
than our parents. In order: to 
exist we have to examine pro- 
bloma that never troubled them. 
They were born 
times of prosperity, and 
they, were youns the world was 
comparatively — comfortable and 
atable place. Despite the convul- 
aions of latter years, they cannot 
rmanently different 
order of things. “They do not 
grasp the significance of the 
changes that are taking place 
under their eyes. 

We, on the other hand, can 
barely remember 2 stable world. 
We have never known the com- 
fortnble assurance that prosperity 
breads, nnd our view of the future 
ia not clouded by any sect notions 
na to What life should be like. 
We have open minds to expect any- 
thing, or nothing, from the future. 


Another reagon is that our up- 
bringing and environment have 
been different from that of pre- 
‘vious generations because of the 
jadvent of the machine, Almost 
from the nursery we havo been 
interested in scientific or mechani- 
Veal things. Subconsciously, per- 
haps, but inevitably, this has givan 
‘ua a different mental approach to 
Ife becnuse ansociation with any- 
thing mechanical or scientifie in- 
duces exact thinking, which is 
sometimes mistaken for irrever- 
ence or a sense of superiority. 

If our cars, or our wircless sets, 
or everi our homely electric lights 
so wrong, we know that there is 
an exact reason for the trouble 
nnd that, till we find it, they can- 
not go right again. Therefore wo 
are moulded in a frame of mind 
which demands—and — gets—an 
oxact answer to curiosity in 80 
many of the things in which'we are 
interested. When our curiosity In 
the wider problems of Ifo is’ not 
gratified by an exact answer, be- 
cause age cannot supply it, we lose 
confidence in age. Age falls to 
impress us, because age’s mental 
approach to 1 problem {5 60 dif- 
ferent and—to us—so -tinsatis- 
fying. : , 

If my car breaks down on the 
road it is no use adopting the 
technique which age employs to 
solve ita problems. It ia idle to 
form a committee of investigation 
and to be content ,with a com- 
promise decision, a ajority ver- 
dict, or Qvith mere, unreasoning

Such instances face my gericra- 
tion overy day, and naturally in- 
duce an uncompromising attitude 
of mind. When we apply: this 
outlooks to.the present atate of 
the world we find that the world 
has gone hopelessly wrong, and 
that those in charge of it, who 
are largely responsible for its 
present condition, can advanco no 
coherent explanations and merely ' 
hurry from ‘one nonplussed con- 
forence to another. 

Meanwhile, the great, machine 
of civilisation is obviously plung- 
ing headlong to disaster. . It {8 
not surprising, therefore, that we 
should have no confidence in the 
ability of the drivers to apply the 
brakes, however many beautiful 
phrases they invent. If they knew 
how to apply the — brakes they 
would have applied them long 
since, It is obvious, from the 
existence of so many divergent 
‘political and economic theories, * 
‘that they do not know. For 
clearly all those theories cannot 
be right. And no amount of op- 
timism or reference to history 
books can convince us that disas- 
ter will be avoided. History, in 
any cnae, in far too young to show - 
any close parallel to the present 
situation, even if history were 
ever an infallible argument. 

If one sees a car plunging over 
a, cliff, it is not convincing or en- 
couraging to the onlookers to as- 
sure them that in a previous case 
of the anme sort the occupants 
emerged unscathed. All the in- 
dientions are against it happen- 
ing again . “we 

. _* 

Lot us look at the present in- 
dications. The world {8 com- 
pletely out of control, economic- 
ally: and politically. Conditions 
are getting worse and politicians, 
financiers and business men are 
powerless to do anything. All 
the indications, therefore, point 
to a complete collapse. . : 

Several older men to whom | 
have suggested this have replicd, 
in almost identical ‘ words: “Tt 
admit that it looks as .if things 
aro going to collapse, but, of 
courso, ft will never be allowed. 
They cannot afford to let civilisa- 
tion go.” : 

Who “they"’ are is never clearly 
explained, but it is hinted that 
“they” are the master-minds of 
politics and finance. If this in 
so—and this is the only argu- 
ment against collapse I have 
heard—my gencration may he 
forgiven for having no confidence 
in “them” for. letting things get 
so far. It ‘is high time “they” 
stopped playing and put an end 
to the joke, . root 

It Ig clear that the country in 
which things are most hopeful is 
England, and that if any country 
can reintroduce stability to the 
world it will be our own. Let . 

therefore, examine the 
mysterious and .omnipotent 
“they” of England ‘to see what 
we can hope for from them. 

Turning to the politicians, we 
find that the pregent National 
Government is composed uf the 
very men, of all partics, who by ¢ 
their action—or Inactlon—in the 
past are responsible for the state 
of affairs to-day. Such remedial. 
measures as the Government has 
so far taken have been tho result, 
not of vision .or leadership, but 
of fear and -necessity, An emer- 
gency has compelled them to do, 
too Inte, what forestght and 
courage should have accomplished 
voluntarily years ago, Tho fact 
that somo of them foresaw disas- 
ter makes their responsibility 
heavier. But responsibility plays . 
no part in modern politics. In 
fact, plain defection from .duty 
ig usually rewarded by a pecrage.

THE SINO-JAPANESE 
PUZZLE 


“The Chinese-Japanese Puzzle,” 
ay Dr. Neville Whymant (Mossrs. 

Ictor Gollnnez, Ltd., London, 2s. 
6d, net.) is a Ilttle book which is 
likely to mect with a mixed recep- 
tion. The author, formerly Pro- 
fessor of Oriental Classica and 
Mythology in Tokyo Universities, 
Aanistant in Chinese and Japanese 
at Oxford, and Leeturer in Chinese 
and Japanene in the University of 
London, has casayed a big’ task in 
presonting, within the limits of 
150 pages, n study of the origina, 
,cauaes and effects: of the fecent 
conflict between China and Japan, 
He is, however, well equipped for 
the undertaking and he gives una 
book which is well worth ponder- 
ing over. 

Analysing the history of the 
Chinese and Japanese peoples, the 
nuthor fa at pains to point out the 
error of considering present trou.

cision Lo convert the exiating sin- 
xlo unit (in use at the Weatmins- 


fer Hospital) of four ‘grams of. 


radium into four unfta of one 


gram ench was sound, 


The Conference Included Lord 
Dawson of Penn; Lord Moynihan; 
representatives of the Radium 
Commission, the Medical Regearch 
Council, and the British Medical 
Aasociation; the President of the 
Royal Society of Medicine, and 
the chief medical officer of the 
L.C.C. A reaolution adopted by 
them, pubHshed in the current 
issues of the medfenl journals, is 
as follows: 


“In the opinion of the Con- 
ference, an expert committee 
should be appoitned, with the fol- 
Jowinge references: 

“What is the scientific case for 
mass radiation by-radium, and 
what are the advantages and dan- 
xera allaching to the use of such 
radintion ? 

“What are the advantages and 
visks of massive surface radine 
tion by radium compared with 
those of radium needles and radon 
needs 2" 

It is on these two questions that 
the whole of the radium contro- 
verky has centred from the first! 


Problematival Benefits, 


The Conference found it. im- 
possible to nyvoid the conclusion 
that the benefits from the po nb 
to patients under preset cona- 
tions inthe Westminster Hospital, 
are problematical, . and thot the 
use of the bomb is at present ex- 
perimental, involving considerable 
outlay of money, 

It was decided that the con- 
clusion of the Radium Commission 
in diavantinuing the use of the 
“bomb” was a sound one—without 
prejudice, however, to the ques- 
tion of the therapeutic value of 
four-gram or even larger aggrega- 
tions of radium, 

It was also decided that “na ful-. 
ly equdpped radium institute is 
needed in London, where the more 
dificult and speculative, problems 
connected with radium and ray 
therapy can be studied by the com- 
bined efforts of a trained staff.”

COMMUNIST PLOT. 


A STORY OF INTRIGUE IN 
KOREA RELEASED 


Tokyo, Juno 19. 

The ban has been lifted from 
Presn publication of information 
regarding the Communist intrigue 
in Korea which was unearthed on

The details as given out by the 
authorities are as followa: 

Six Korean Communists amug- 
gied themselves into Solshin, Korea, 
from Vindivostock, but wore ar- 
rested and cominitted .for  trial., 
‘The trial opens on the 2lat inst. 

The gang was led by a man 
named Yiun’ Hak, who was acting 
under ordera from tho Viadivostock 
Ogpu, and planned to blow up the 
ratiway bridge over the Yalu River 
ond the railway tracks, with a 
view to disturbing tho Japanese 
rear, They reached Seishin on 
April 14 In_a ten-ton salling boat, 
which was londed with 880 sticks 
of dynamite and a large quantity 
of revolvers.—Reuter’s Special,

connexion, it has been pointed out 
; that the cost of the Disurmament 
' Conference is some £176,000 to the 
| League, while the cost of the Bri- 
fish delegation is estimated at 
some £40,000 in addition. 

The favourite argument put for. 
ward by these critica is that there 
is really nothing to show for 
these Conferences, and that the 
old plan of negotiating by diplo- 
macy was certainly enormously 
cheaper, It seems to be forgot- 
ten, however, that in the days of 
“the old diplomacy" the Great 
War cost Britain about £9,000,- 
000,000; that it left her with a 
National Debt in the region of 
£8,000,000,000; that she had near- 
ly a million dead and over two 
million wounded; that the damage 
to property in the British Empire 
was eatimated to be something ap- 
proaching £400,000,000; and that 
Britain lost mercantile shipping of 

| over 9,000,000 gross tonnage. 
These {tems do not exhaust the 
full list of costs—direct and in- 
\ direct—but they aro suffictent to 


national conferences.”

ithat war exacts: It is strange 
‘that the word “economy” ts seldom 
used in relation to the expenditure 
on war, Tho critics’ do not raiso 
‘any protest against the expendil- 
ture of millions of pounds a day 
,for war purposes. But thoy be- 
-grude the comparatively infinite- 
slmal- amount that ts being spent 
by Britain on tho collective efforts 
to secure a real measure of dis- 
armament which will strongthen 


Niworld pence and securlty—which 


means algo Britain's sccurity—and 
help to save the peoples from an- 
other costly conflict. Moreover It 
is not truo to any that the Dis- 
armament Conference has nothing 
to show for its Inbours. What han 
definitely omorged is that substan- 
tial results can be secured if the 
Governments represented—includ- 
ing ovr own—are really determin- 
ed to succced. Furthermore, tho 
prospects have Improfed a8 a 
result of the “Left” victory In the 
French elections. 

. If by an expenditure of £40,000 
Britain can assist in the formula- 
tion of an agreed plan for inter- 
national reduction of armaments, 
the expenditure will be in the 
nature of a profitable investment. 
For the Primo Minister bas al- 
ready declared that the alternative 
to an effective disarmament agrec- 
ment may be Increased building by 
Great Britain under the csculator 
clause of the London Agreement. 
If that should eventuate, the addi- 
tional cost to taxpayers will not 
be a_few thousands of pounds, but 
several millions of pounds. And 
Britaln (a already spending over

Real economy means wise expendi- 
ture, ahd there is surely no wiser 
expenditure than that incurred on 
efforts to lighten the burden of 
armaments, increase international 
security and make the resort to 
war unnecessary.

Too Many at the Universitics? 


Sir Denison Ross has implied 


that loo many young men and wo- 


men in England go to the itniver- ; 


sities, This {8 an opinion so fre- 
quently voiced that some examina- 
t?on of it may be profitable. At 
the outset it, may-be remarked 
that if England errs at all in this 
respect, jt docs not err so griev- 
ously as some other countries. 
One in every 1160 English — per- 
sons has had a university educa- 
tion, compared with one in every 
690 in Germany. From the point 
of view of those who regard a 
university training as a danger. 
ous possession, the English record 
compares even more favourably 
with that of Scotland, where one 
in every 466 has a degree. In the 
United States the proportion is 
still more startling, being one in 
126. The argument usually ad- 
vanced against opening the doors 
of the universities too widely is 
the desirability of keeping up ‘the 
standard of work done ih them. 
Liven to-day some things are done 
in universities which really have 
no place-there. These are not 
confined to any one country.» Ifa 
United States college has award- 
ed a Ph. D. degree for a treatise 
on a high school cafeteria, an 
English university -considers that 
it furthers the cause of learning 
by giving a course in brewing. 
If the tendency,to teach this sort 
of thing were encouraged by nd- 
mitting more people to the univer- 
sities, or if enlarging the univer- 
sities’ area of recruitment meant 
filling them with students incap- 
able of deriving benefit from the 
genuinely cultural studies pur- 
sucd in them, an Irresistibla cage 
for keeping down their numbers 
would have been made out. But 
would thig be the natural effect? 
There are two ways of getting 
more students into English 
universitics.

Why Youth Awaits the 
' Coming Crash 
By “THIRTY” 


“Civilisation, of course, ia crack 
ing tp; but otherwise things aren't 
ao bad!" 


HE SPEAKER was no clever 
young busincss man and the 
remark was made as casually as o 
roferencé ‘to the weather, for it 
reprerents the point of view of 
many men and women of the 
younger generation. Tha coming 
collapse of “civilisation,” as we 
know {t, Is regarded as somothing 
too obvious for discussion, like 
the incompctence of politicians, or 
the burden of taxation. The only 
point in discussion is when tho 
collapse will come, and how. What 
older people are just beginning 
timidly to hint to their incredulous 
contemporaries, younger people 
have long regarded os self-evident, 
And the renson for’ thia is that 
the younger gencration hna a more 
realistic outlook. 

To older people this may seem 
both sweeping and startling, 80 
perhaps I ought first to explain the 
reasons for the different outlook 
of those of us who have been born 
since the beginning of the century. 

One renson is that we have been 
born into a more diMcult world 
than our parents. In order’ to 
exist we have to examine .pro- 
blems that never troubled them. 
They were born 
times of prosperity, and 
they were youn the world was a 
comnarntively comfortable and 
atable place. Despite the convul- 
sions of latter yenra, they cannot 


‘lyisualiae a permanently different 


order of thinvs. They do not 
grasp the aignificnanee. of the 
changes that are taking place 
under their eyes. 

We, on the other hand, can 
hHarely remember a stable world. 
We bave never known the com- 
fortable assurance that prosperity 
breeds, and our view of the future 
is not clouded by any sect notions 
as to what life should be ke. 
We have open minds to expect any- 
thing, or nothing, from the future, 

; ee 

Another renson {a that our up- 
bringing and environment have 
been different from that of pre- 
vious generations because of the 
advent of the machine. Almost 
from, the nuréery we have been 
interested in scientific or mechani- 
cal things. Subconsciously, per- 
haps, but Inevitably, this has givan 
us a different mental approach to 
life becnune association with any- 
thing mechanical or scientific in- 
duces cxnct thinking, which is 
sometimes mistaken for irrever- 
ence or a sense of superiority. 

If our cars, or our wireless sets, 
or even our homely electric lights 
yo wrong, we know that thero is 
an exact reason for the trouble 
and that, till we find it, they can- 
not go right again. Therefore wo 
are moulded in a frame of mind 
which demands—and ‘gets—an 
exact answer to curiosity in ‘80 
many of the things In which we are 
interested. When our curiosity in 
the wider problems of lifo is not 
gratified by an exact answer, be- 
cause age cannot supply it, we lose 
confidence in age. Age fnaila to 
impress us, because age’s mental 
approach to a problem Is so dif- 
ferent and—to us—so unsatis- 
fying. 7 am 

If my car breaks down on the 
road it ia no use adopting the 
technique which ago _ employs to 
solve ita problems. It is idle to 
form a committee of investigation 
and to be content . with a com- 
promise deciston, a majority ver- 
dict, or with mere unreasoning

and optimistic deductions from 
history about “muddling through.”

Such Instances face my genera- 
tion-overy day, and naturally in- 
duce an uncompromising attitude 
of mind. When , wo apply this 
outlook to the present state of 
the world wo find that the world 
thas gone hopelessly wrong, and 
that. those in charge of it, who 
are largely responsible for {ts 
present condition, can advanco no 
coherent explanations and merely 
hurry from one nonpluased con- 
ference to another. 

Meanwhile, the great machine 
of civilisation is obviously plung- 
ing hendlong to disaster. It ta 
not surprising, therefore, that we 
should have no confidence in the 
ability of the drivers to apply the 
brakes, however many beautiful 
phrases thoy Invent. If they know 
how to apply the brakes they 
would have applicd them long 
since. It ig obvious, from the 
existence of 80 many divergent 
political and economic ‘theories, 
-that they do not know. For 
clearly all those theories cannot 
be right. And no amount of op- 
timism or reference to history 
books can convince ua that disar- 
ter will be avoided. History, in 
any case, is far too young'to show 
any close parallel to the present 
situation, even if history were: 
evor an infallible argument. 

If one sees-a car plunging over 
a cliff; it ia not convincing or en- 
couraging to the onlookers to as- 
sure them that in a previous case 
of the same sort the occupants 
emorged unscathed. All the In- 
dications arc against it happon- 
ing again. 

Ln . » 

Let us look at the present in- . 
dications. The world ia com- 
pletely out of control, cconomic- 
ally and politicenlly. Conditions 
are. getting worse and politicians, 
financiers and busineag men are 
powerless to do anything. Alt 
the indications, therefore, point 
to n complete collapse, 

Several older men to whom I 
have suggested this have replied, 
in almost identical words! “I 
admit that it looks as if things 
are going to collapse, but, of 
course, it will never bo allowed. 
They cannot afford to Iet civillsa- 
tion go.” t 

Who “they” aro is never clearly: 
explained, but it is. hinted that 
“they” are the mastor-minds of 
politics and finance. If this is 
so—and this is the only argu- 
ment against collapse I have 
heard—-my generation may be 
forgiven for having no confidence 
in “them” for letting things get 
so far, It is high time “they” 
stopped playing and put an ond 
to the joke, : ‘ 

It is-clear that the country in 
which things are most hopoful is 
England, and that if any country 
can reintroduce stability to the 
world {twill be our own. ~ Let - 
UB, therefore, examine . the 
mysterious and omnipotent. 
“thoy” of England to seo what. 
wo can hope for from them. 

Turning to tho politicians, we 
find that the present National 
Government is composed of the 
very men, of all parties, who by 
thelr action—or inaction—in the 
past are responsible for the state 
of affairs to-day. Such remedial 
mensures o8 the Government has 
so far taken have been tha result, 
not of vision or leadership, but 
of fear and necessity. An emeér- 
gency has compelled them to do, 
too late, what. foresight and 
courage should have accomplished 
voluntarily years ago. The. fact 
that somo of them foresaw disas- 
ter makes their responsibility 
heavier. But -responsibiity playa 
no part in modern politics. In

THE SINO-JAPANESE 
PUZZLE 


“Tho Chincse-Japanese Puzzle,” 
by Dr. Neville Whymant (Messrs. 
Victor Gollancz, Ltd., London, 2s. 
Gd. net.) ina little book which is 
likely to- meet with a mixed recep- 
tion. The author, formerly Pro- 
fessor of Oriental Clansics and 
Mythology in Tokyo Univeraittes, 
Assistant in Chinese and Japanese 
cat Oxford, and Lecturer in Chinese 
and Japancse in the University of 
London, has essayed a big task in’ 
presenting, within the Hmits of 
150 pages, a study of the oriyins, 
causes and effects of the reeent 
confilct between China and Japan. 
He is, however, well equipped for 
the undertaking and he gives us a 
book which is well worth ponder- 
ing over, 

Analysing | the histoty of the 
Chineae and Japanese peoples, the 
nuthor is at pains to point out the 
error of considering present trou- 
bles =oans arising from present 
cnuses. He dives into the histor!- 
al background, emphasises the 
different traits of the two peoples 
and presents to the reader‘a fns- 
cinating comparative study in na- 
thonal psychology. dt is not 
poasible within the space at our 
dispoanl to follow the author 
through his reading of history, or 
to give anything like u comprehen: 

-aive summary of hia conclusions,-

“But thet she has 
falled in this great emergency is 
no guarantees that she will fail 
again, or that she has loat those 
very qualities which have brought 
her out of similar situations he- 
fore, She now needs helps: she 
will either go forward to greater 
glory than she has yet achieved, 
or she will remain submerged for 
some time longer, continue to be a 
prey to nt) kinds of random politi- 
eal theories Which are but half 


digested, and conatitute a growing | 


monace to, the peace and enre of 
the whole world.” 

The author is, not without rea- 
aon, up Jn arma against the 
“pretty-pretty”” writers on Japan 
“who have made a business of fool- 
ing their readers ever sinee the 
country hasbeen accessible to the 
dilettante seribbler. He. goes 
beneath the surface, gets down to 
essentials and Is unsparing in his 
criticism, Japan, he anys, has 
shown indecision and a tendency 
to adopt changes without a pre- 
Hminary trial of their fitness for 
her people. “She is predisposed 
to the spectacular, the aggressive, 
and too rendy to be deccived by 
anything showy. But ‘with the 
development of -n eritical faculty, 
and the growth of an intérnational 
spirit to take the place of iain 
nationnlism, Japan 
will become one of the most im- 
portant factors in world relation- 
ships.” 

On the whole, a book which is 
most thought-provoking, Dut one 
which will assuredly find no 
favour amongst the Japanese.

His 
connexion with Messrs. Butter- 
held: and Swire dates for some 
thirty years, Mr. Woo Hay-tong 
entered the Taikoo office as a ship- 
ping ~lerk at a monthly salary of 
$40. He showed great Interest in 
his work and this together with 
his geninl disposition won for 
him an affection which contribut- 
iy much to hia success in later 
ife. 


After many promotions he was 
made chief of the Chinese freight 
department and appointed Chin- 
exe Shipping Compradore only 
last year. 


Aw Farmer of Steamers, 


In the year 1918 or 1919 the 
late Mr. Woo Hay-tong leased the 
Chineso freight and passage busi- 
ness of the Canton-Hongkong ves- 
mda owned by the Hongkong, Can- 
ton and Macao Steamboat Com- 
pany. These river steamers were 
operated with the B. nnd §, vessel 
Fatshan, the lwo vompanies being 
nasveinted in the river enterprise. 
Mr, Woo Hay-tony's arrangement 
continued unti} the expiration of 
his contract.in 1930, when on the 
suggestion of Sir Robert Ho Tung 
and fellow directors of the Steam- 
boat Company, the latter decided 
to operate its steamers on ity own 
account, 


The lute Mr. Woo Hay-tong ap- 
‘penred to have made good profits 
out of his operation of these 
steamers, and in recent years he 
became an increasingly import- 
ant shipping figure, ordering 
steamers built. for himself. He 
atarted the Tung On Shipping 
Company which built the 3.8, Tung 
On and ss, Sai On and in addi- 
tion ran four other steamers on 
the Hongkong-Canton and Canton:

The late Mr. Woo Hay-tong as 
also interested in real estate nnd 
share transactions, He is reputed to

in local schools.
